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Junior  Career  Fair 

So,  what  do  you  want  to  be  when  you  grow  up?  Even  college  graduates  sometimes  have  a  hard  time  answering  that  question 

these  days,  but  at  Drury  High  School,  students  are  getting  an  early  nudge  along  in  the  career  planning  process. 

The  Drury  English  Department  held  its  annual  Junior  Career  Fair  on  Monday.  June  10.  In  order  to  help  students  explore  how 

their  learning  in  school  will  help  them  find  a  satisfying  job  someday,  the  English  Department  sponsors  the  fair  every  year  as  a 

fourth  quarter  culminating  activity  for  the  entire  junior  class. 
For  many  students,  the  career  fair  was  a  fun  way  of  trying  on  a  career  for  the  day  like  it  was  a  new  set  of  clothes. 
Many  students  were  struck  by  how  many  different  kinds  of  careers  that  are  represented  at  the  Fair.  Traditional  choices  like 
interior  design  or  early  childhood  education  were  well-represented.  But  there  were  more  exotic  careers,  too,  like  displays  on 

forensic  science  and  a  NASCAR  presentation. 

Patterned  after  the  Drury  Senior  English  Festival,  students  put  together  a  multi-component  career  project  for  display  and  sharing 

with  underclassmen  that  counted  as  10%  of  their  final  grade.  The  Fair  project  is  in  addition  to  the  traditional  final  exam. 

Technology  teacher  Norman  Immerman,  who  makes  a  lot  of  career  connections  in  his  own  classes,  cited  the  Career  Fair  as  an 

opportunity  to  take  the  knowledge  students  learn  in  school  and  apply  it  in  a  professional  manner.  He  was  impressed  with  the 

variety  of  real-world  skills  the  students  had  to  bring  to  the  table  for  a  successful  project. 

The  Career  Fair  projects  had  six  parts,  each  graded  according  to  a  rubric.  Students  began  by  writing  a  self-exploration  paper  that 

discussed  their  personality  characteristics,  how  those  traits  blended  with  their  potential  career  choices,  and  finished  with  a 

discussion  of  personal  values  and  goals. 

A  research  paper  came  next,  followed  by  a  plan  for  how  juniors  would  interact  with  underclassmen  who  visit  their  display  the 

day  of  the  Fair.  This  hands  on  component  is  the  key  to  getting  younger  students  started  in  their  own  career  thinking. 

During  the  Fair,  each  student  presented  a  display  for  his  career.  Displays  included  posters,  photographs,  pictures,  drawings. 

things  to  show,  and  performances  like  live  demonstrations  or  videos. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  Fair,  each  student  wrote  a  reflection  summarizing  how  his  presentation  went,  what  reactions  he  got,  and 

a  self-evaluation.
